The <!ourso the 
drove were takini? wonid brinfi;th(>m 
less than a hundred yards l)elow me 
and right past the old bear and her 
cubs, bul Ihe wind was blowing from 
Ihe opposite dii'f'ction and from the 
ledge, on which she was lying, the 
old l»ear couldn't see the peccaries 
coming. Pretty soon the drt>ve

Love for her cubs had first 
led her to fight, and it was a linger- 
ing hope that she might in some 
way aid her offspring that caused 
her desperate attempt to shake 
herself free from the drove. ITp 
the little hill sho galloped until she 
reached the plice where the cu(>s 
had met their fate. Only splashes 
of blood and liltle bits of fur ami 
fiesh were left of the fat cutis. The 
grizzly knew that (he scattered l)its 
of fur wete the remains of ber peis, 
and paying no attention to the fast 
following peccaries nosed about 
and smelt of the pieces. Then sho 
felt that her last hope was gone, 
and giving a growl, which was a 
good deal of a groan, again faced 
tho foe. As the diove approached 
the bear rose upon her hind feel, 
and then, as the line of vicious pigs 
reached, her, dropped down. She 
caught a peccary under each of her 
front paws as she fell and grabbed 
another in her big jaws.

Ihe "Mater Consilia" (Mother of 
(lOod t'ounsel) deaf-mute inslitule, 
under tbe care of the Sisters of St. 
Joseph, at 1840 C^ass avenue; Miss 
Heimeyer at the Illinois school for 
the deaf, Jacksonville, taking np 
the study of typewriting three 
months ago at tho " Mater Consilia." 
The length of time requin^d for a 
mute of average intelligence lo 
a<>quire a knowleilge of typewrit- 
ing is three months. This lime is 
used not only iu manipulating (he 
different machines widi which the 
pupil is to become familiar, bnt in 
learning Ihtrulesof punctuation and 
syllabification, which are of such 
vital importance (o the lypewriler 
who aims at perfccdon. To divide 
a woitl properly is a ililficull task 
for the deaf. We who oan hear 
divide rnort* words by sounds than 
by mental pictures of them. 

Miss Heimeyer is thedauirhter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Henry Heimeyer, of 
Lively Grove, Washington County, 
III. She is a St. Louisian by birth 
and is 20 years old. She resides 
with her sister, Mrs. B, J. Webur, 
of 4227 01»ear Avenue, North St. 
Lonia. When 3 years if age she 
becam* deaf as a result of an al- 
lack of scarlet fevoi. Miss Hei- 
meyer speni nine yeai-s at the 
Jacksonville .school for (ho deaf, 
the largest dejif-niute instilnte in 
the wtirld. This was the first 
edncadonal institution founded bv 



the Stat,e of Illinois and established 
in ]84(). To-day it has aroll call 
(»f nearly 000 pupils, with a staff of 
/)4 teachers. 

Miss E((a Myer is a St. Louis 
girl and an orphan. She resides 
wilh her aunt, Mrs. Sophie Hel- 
frich, at 209 East Schirmer Street, 
South St. Louis, and is in her 18th 
year. She has been mute since 
babj-bood. Her parents died when 
she was 2 years old, leaving her to 
the cart> of her aunt, Mrs. Helfrich. 
Miss Myer graduated from tho 
".Mater Consilia" with honors and 
is the first "mute" typewriter to 
secure a position in St. Louis. She 
has been with the Mercantile Trnst 
Company for two years, and her 
associates speak highly of her. She 
is healthy, {happy, affectionate, 
good nalured, indnstrious and at- 
tends strictly lo business, thus mak- 
ing an ideal copyist. She is also a 
fine housekeeper, and was given a 
irold medal for proficiency in "do- 
mestic economy" when she graduat- 
ed. 

Miss Yates is a very pretty girl of 
20. She lives wilh the sisters at the 
" Mater tlonsilia" ami hails from 
Laddonia, Mo. She became deaf at 
li as result of la prippe, bnt oan talk 
a lidle. She Uwk up the slndy of 
typewriting at the same time Miss 
Myer <lid, and has also worked for 
(he Mercantile trust since last 
spring. She is quite proficient, of a 
very retiring dispostion, and did not 
want "her piclure in the paper." 



Xom Thumb. 



The most famous dwarf of our 
own (iines was Tom Thumb. Near- 
ly every American child has seen 
him, or his wife. lie was born at 
Bridgeport, Connecticut, January 
IKh, 1802. When he was alnrnt 
seven years old, he waa taken to New 
York by P. T. Bavnum. Thirly 
(liousjind people came to sec him at 
Barnum's museum. Then lie visit- 
etl many American cities, and 
sailed to England. Ten thousand 
people went to see die steamer, to 
see him off. He went to Queen 
Victoria, who was delighte<l with 
him. He was then twi < 

inches tall, and was vei . 
and inlcresting. He sang songs, 
spoke pieces, and acted in plays. 
The Queen gave him a gold watch 
and many other presents. 

A London carriage-maker built a 
hand.soine carriage for him. It 
w;is twenty inches high, and eleven 
inch«« wide. It was painted bright 
blue, with red wluxds. On the 
doors were painted the Goddess of 
Liberty, the British Lion, and tho 
American Eagle. Tho carriage 
was drawn by two Shetland ponies. 
The coachman and footman were 
boys. They were dressed In 
blue coats trimmed with silver I .-, 
and wore kneelireeches and cocked 
hats.

On the night of the opening day 
of the school, throe hundred and 
sixtj'-one pupils were registered. 
Since .then ono hundred and six 
have boon added lo the roll, and 
as consequence the officers of the 
household have had their hands 
busy markinsi and listing clothing 
of the late comers. About fifty 
more are still expected. The first 
three days of the term are allotted 
for this kintl of work, in which the 
teatfhers, during afternoons, are 
called upon to assist, and were the 
pupils lo come in on time much un- 
necessary inconvenience and annoy- 
ance would lie avoided on this 
score. The teachers too have their 
lays of lament, for anxious to cairy 
forwaid their school work with as 
miK^i dispatch as possible, the 
lale comers upset the programme, 
and cause additional labor and 
lime to be spent in bringing them 
up with the rest of the class. The 
cause of tht^ taitliuess in returning 
to school on opening days by a 
great many of the pupils, is due 
to Sunday cheap excursion trains 
run into, the city, by nearly all the 
rofids entering . here from all the 
leading cities of the State. Thus 
the regular fare from Cleveland to 
Columbus is J(4.15. On Sunday 
excursions, it is only $1.60, with 
a chtince of disposing of the return 
ticket for a quarter or half a dollar. 
It is about the same with the other 
roads, and it is but natural that 
par«<nts would desiri* to save a dol- 
lar or two of railioad expenses, and 
we do not blame them for it. They 
do not however, consider the other 
sitle of the (luestion, the trouble 
and inconveniiince caused the in- 
stitution olllcers, and ilie set-back 
of their children in school, untl the 
additional work required to " catch 
up," with those who were on time. 
The extending of the vacation this 
year two weeks, should have 
lirounht nearly every pupil to the 
Institution on the day school re- 
opened There ia prot)ably no 
other institution in the eouulry 
alTecied by tlu) Sunilay excursion 
as this one, and as long as the 
Ixisincsa is kept up, the school will 
have to siilTer on this account un- 
less radical measures an^ julopted 
In the way of societies antI <dul)s 
ainonsi the pupils tliey are certainly 
not lacking. It is i\ gooil sign too, 
for it is an evi<b)n<H) that the 
spirit of self-improvement among 
the boys and girls prevails. Satur- 
day, nearly all chose officers for 
I heir respective organizations. Here 
are their names and presiding 
officer of each.

The account in the 
pai)er is very likely overdrawn. 
Our Toledo correspondent, under 
dale of September 23d, sent us the 
following: "Albert Andeivson died 
at St. Vincent's Hospital last even- 
ing at 0:30. He had been removed 
there a few days l)efore and operat- 
ed upon for an abscess of the ear. 
Allhonijh the doctor hoped for his 
recovery, he piussed away at time 
mentioned, suffering ureal pain. 1 
saw him Sunday afternoon in com- 
pany witli Ml and Mrs. McGowan. 
lie looked bad. but did not seem to 
be in danger. The Toledo lire of the 
24tli, says that Coroner Storz hehl a 
post morUm over the remains, 
and developed the fact that the 
deceased died from the effects of 
septic pneumonia and pyaMuia. 
The latter is a form of ()Iood poison- 
ing pniduced in absorptiwi, usual- 
ly originated in inflammation. .He 
does not consider the <leceased to 
have died from the effects of a blow 
or blows, and befoie taking final 
action will write to the Superin- 
tendent here for a history of the 
boy's case.
